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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Before  you  read  through  the  reports  and  information  provided  by  our  Town 
Departments,  Boards,  Commissions  and  Officers,  please  take  a  moment  or  two  to 
read  through  the  changes  and  accomplishments  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1995. 

The  1995  Election  saw  a  return  to  the  three  member  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
workload  has  increased  but  the  job  is  getting  done.  Looking  back,  we  see  a  number 
of  challenges  and  accomplishments.    A  few  items  of  interest: 

*  Transfer  Station:  Plans  are  underway  and  contracts  awarded  for  a 
temporary  transfer  station.  The  cost  is  significantly  less  than  last  years  proposal  and 
the  station  will  be  up  and  running  for  less  than  $50,000.00  very  soon. 

*  Vehicle  Purchases:  A  replacement  rescue  vehicle  was  located  and  purchased 
by  the  Fire  Department  and  a  new  four  wheel  drive  vehicle  was  purchased  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  Police  Department. 

The  Board  has  worked  hard  to  do  what  is  in  Milton's  best  interest.  Day  to 
day  we  try  to  stay  on  top  of  issues  and  many  smaller  projects  were  completed. 
Recycling  repairs  to  the  bridges  to  Maine  and  upgrading  of  our  bookkeeping 
procedures  were  done.  We  have  also  worked  towards  increasing  communications 
to  departments  and  to  let  our  residents  know  that  we  are  accessible. 

1996  will  see  the  end  of  the  term  for  Philip  W.  Bean.  Thanks  to  "Phil"  for 
the  time  he  has  put  into  the  job  these  past  two  years.  As  we  move  forward  into 
1996,  a  new  member  will  join  us  in  March  and  together  we  will  continue  to  head 
in  the  direction  that  Milton  deserves. 

Challenges  still  await  us,  marketing  of  the  Industrial  Park,  consolidation  of 
Town  Departments  into  larger,  more  efficient  quarters,  final  resolution  to  our 
"trash"  problem  are  a  few  that  come  to  mind. 

Finally,  a  thank  you.  Thanks  to  our  Committee  and  Board  Members,  our 
office  staff,  our  employees  and  to  my  fellow  Town  Officers  for  your  effort  and 
dedication.  We  are  working  towards  a  better  Milton  and  with  our  efforts  we  can 
make  it  come  true.

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RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  18,  1995 


The  annual  Town  Meeting  (articles  of  business  in  the  warrant)  of  the  legal 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Milton  was  held  at  the  Nute  High  School  Auditorium  on 
Saturday,  March  18,  1995.  Moderator  Victor  Joos  called  the  meeting  to  order 
at  1:00  PM.  Moderator  Joos  lead  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  flag, 
followed  by  a  moment  of  silence  for  those  no  longer  with  us.  Moderator  Joos 
next  announced  that  the  recount  for  the  one  and  two  year  Selectmen  positions 
and  the  one  year  budget  committee  member  would  be  held  on  Thursday,  March 
23rd  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Town  Office.  Next  an  introduction  of  Selectmen:  Phil 
Bean,  Tim  Corbett  and  Doug  Shute,  Town  Clerk  Carol  Martin  and  Budget 
Committee  Members:  Howard  Hedegard,  Paul  Sylvester,  George  Burrows, 
Robert  Parker,  "Chip"  Genres  and  David  Buchanan  was  made  by  the 
Moderator.  Moderator  Joos  gave  an  explanation  of  the  voting  procedures  and 
requirement  of  the  polls  remaining  open  for  one  (1)  hour  for  the  transfer  station 
article  (Article  #2). 

Pauline  Martel,  seconded  by  "Dick"  Reilley,  made  the  motion  to  consider 
Article  #2  at  this  time.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #2.  Douglas  Shute  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  ($500,000.00)  dollars  for  the  construction  of  a 
solid  waste  transfer  station  and  recycling  facility  on  town-owned  land  off  Route 
125  adjacent  to  the  Milton  Public  Works  Department;  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $62,500.00  from  the  Solid  Waste  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously 
established;  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  four  hundred  thirty-seven 
thousand  and  five  hundred  ($437,500.00)  dollars  of  bonds  or  notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  finance  act  (RSA  Chapter  33), 
and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  or  to  take  any  other  action 
in  relation  thereto,  seconded  by  Timothy  Corbett.  The  following  gave 
presentations  or  commentaries:  Priscilla  Colbath  of  the  Recycling  Committee, 
Phil  Bean  -  Selectman,  Bill  Straub  from  CM  A  Engineering,  Chip  Genres,  Tim 
Corbett,  Howard  Hedegard  of  the  Budget  Committee,  David  Paey,  "Bob"  Srnec 
and  Faye  Doria.  Faye  Doria,  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  Article  to  read 
$425,000.00,  seconded  by  Debbie  Sprague.  "Sonny"  Gauthier  and  Public 
Works  Director  "Mike"  Smith  spoke.  Amendment  carried  with  a  showing  of 
yellow  voting  cards.  Mike  Smith,  seconded  by  Dave  Buchanan,  made  the 
motion  to  consider  Articles  #28,  #29,  and  #30  during  the  hour  for  ballot  voting 
on  Article  #2.    Motion  carried.    Moderator  Joos  declared  die  polls 
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open  at  2:15  PM  and  would  remain  so  for  one  (1)  hour.    Everyone  was  asked 
to  vote.    Call  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  2:30  PM.

ARTICLE  #28.  Tim  Corbett  made  the  motion  to  make  the  position  of 
Director  of  Public  Works  appointed  rather  than  elective,  seconded  by  Faye 
Doria.  Mike  Smith  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  Article  to  read  -  three  (3) 
years  elected  not  appointed,  seconded  by  "Barbie"  Henderson.  By  a  showing 
of  the  yellow  voting  cards,  the  amendment  was  disallowed.  By  card  vote, 
motion  denied. 

ARTICLE  #29.  John  Doria,  seconded  by  Dave  Buchanan,  made  the  motion 
to  table  indefinitely.    Motion  carried. 

Virginia  Banks,  seconded  by  Dave  Buchanan,  made  the  motion  not  to 
reconsider  Articles  #28  and  #29  again  at  this  meeting.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #30.  Priscilla  Colbath  made  the  motion  to  table  indefinitely, 
seconded  by  John  Gilman.  Moderator  ruled  that  there  would  be  no  discussion. 
Challenge  by  Faye  Doria.  By  a  showing  of  yellow  voting  cards,  Moderators' 
ruling  stands.    Motion  to  table  indefinitely  carried. 

Karl  Hoff  made  the  motion  to  not  reconsider  Article  #30  again  at  this 
meeting,  seconded  by  Paul  Carlson.    Motion  carried. 

Doug  Shute  made  the  motion  that  all  articles  not  be  reconsidered,  whether 
passed  or  denied,  at  today's  meeting,  seconded  by  John  Doria.  Motion  carried. 

Leo  Lessard,  seconded  by  "Dick"  Reilley,  made  the  motion  to  consider 
Article  #27  at  this  time.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #27.  "Bob"  Bridges,  seconded  by  Pauline  Martel,  made  the 
motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,400.00  to  complete  work  begun 
in  1994  to  transfer  a  number  of  dams  in  Milton  Mills  from  private  ownership 
to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   Motion  carried. 

Virginia  Banks  made  the  motion  to  consider  Article  #26  at  this  time, 
seconded  by  Tim  Corbett. 
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ARTICLE  #26.  John  Gilman  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  ballistic  vests  for  the  Milton  Police 
Department,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bridges.    Motion  carried. 

Faye  Doria,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bennett,  made  the  motion  to  consider 
Article  #16  now. 

ARTICLE  #16.  Doug  Shute,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bennett,  made  the  motion 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $63,712.00  for  the  acquisition  of  a  new 
emergency  medical  vehicle  for  the  Milton  Fire  Department  &  Ambulance  Corps. 
Of  the  $63,712.00,  a  total  of  $26,000.00  would  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Ambulance  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established  with  the  balance  of 
$37,712.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation.   Motion  carried. 

"Bob"  Bridges,  seconded  by  "Dick"  Reilley,  made  the  motion  to  consider 
Articles  12  and  13  at  this  time.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #12.  John  Gilman  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $20,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Milton  Mills  Fire  Station  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  previously  established,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bridges.  "Bob"  Bridges, 
Howard  Hedegard  and  "Bob"  Srnec  all  spoke  on  this  issue. 

Moderator  Joos  instructed  the  ballot  clerks  to  start  with  the  counting  of  the 
ballots.    Faye  Doria  declared  point  of  order  -  need  to  declare  the  polls  closed. 

Moderator  Joos  declared  the  polls  closed  at  3:17  PM.  Ballot  clerks 
proceeded  to  count  the  ballots.    Main  motion  (ARTICLE  #12)  carried. 

ARTICLE  #13.  John  Gilman,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bridges,  made  the  motion 
to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  a  rescue  vehicle  for  the  Milton  Fire  Department;  to 
designate  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  the  agents  to  expend;  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.    Motion  carried. 

Moderator  Joos  announced  the  results  of  ARTICLE  #2. 

YES      50  NO      123  MOTION  DENIED 

ARTICLE  #3.  Howard  Hedegard,  Budget  Committee  Chairman,  announced 
that  the  corrected  figure  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  should  be  $1,400,986.00 
and  the  corrected  figure  for  the  Budget  Committee  should  be  $1,324,497.00. 
Doug  Shute  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,400,986.00, 
which  represents  the  corrected  1995  Selectmen's  recommended  operating 
budget,  seconded  by  Faye  Doria.  Howard  Hedegard  and  Dave  Buchanan  from 
the  Budget  Committee  and  Phil  Bean,  Selectman,  spoke  on  the  Article.    Dave 
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Buchanan,  seconded  by  Paul  Sylvester,  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  Article 
to  read  $1,324,497.00,  which  represents  the  Budget  Committee's  corrected 
figure,  which  is  $76,489.00  less  than  the  Selectmen's.  "Bob"  Srnec,  "Chip" 
Genres,  Howard  Hedegard  and  "Mike"  Smith  all  spoke  on  the  amended  figure. 
"Mike"  Smith  further  amended  the  Article  to  include  adding  $47,019.00  back 
to  the  budget  -  this  represents  the  Highway  Departments  cut,  seconded  by  Faye 
Doria.  Thus  making  the  total  appropriated  $1,371,516.00.  John  Doria,  "Bob" 
Bennett  and  Tim  Corbett  all  spoke  on  this  amendment.  By  a  showing  of  the 
yellow  voting  cards,  the  second  amendment,  adding  $47,019.00  back  to  the 
Highway  Department  budget,  carried.  The  first  amendment  using  the  Budget 
Committee's  corrected  figure  of  $1,324,497.00  carried.  The  main  motion  of 
$1,324,497.00  plus  $47,019.00,  totaling  $1,371,516.00  carried. 

"Phil"  Mollica,  seconded  by  "Jim"  Culverhouse,  made  the  motion  to 
consider  Article  #14  now.   By  yellow  card  vote, 
YES      59  NO      41  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #14.  "Phil"  Mollica  made  the  motion  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  Ballfield  at  the  Milton  Town  Beach;  to  designate  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
the  agents  to  expend;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  to  be 
placed  in  this  fund,  seconded  by  "Jim"  Culverhouse.  "Mike"  Smith,  seconded 
by  "Bob"  Bennett,  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  Article  to  be  completely 
voluntary  -  by  donations.  Rosemary  Jeffries  made  the  motion  to  further  amend 
the  Article  to  read  -  funds  shall  be  from  donations  and  if  a  surplus  exists,  accept 
up  to  $10,000.00  from  the  Milton  School  District,  seconded  by  "Marge"  Ross. 
Second  amendment  carried.  "Mike"  Smith  and  "Bob"  Bennett  withdrew  the  first 
amendment.  David  Paey,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Bennett  made  the  motion  to  table 
the  Article.  Motion  denied.  The  amended  Article  that  all  revenues  will  be 
donations  carried. 

Doug  Shute,  seconded  by  Phil  Bean,  made  the  motion  to  act  on  Article  4, 
5,  6  and  7  together,, with  the  total  being  $20,503.00.  Moderator  ruled  out  of 
order  (to  group  all  together). 

ARTICLE  #4.  Priscilla  Colbath,  seconded  by  John  Doria,  made  the  motion 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,300.00  for  the  purpose  of  subsidizing 
the  cost  of  services  provided  by  the  Strafford  County  Community  Action 
Program  (CAP)  to  Milton  Residents.    Motion  carried. 
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ARTICLE  #5.  Priscilla  Colbath  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,637.00  for  the  purpose  of  subsidizing  the  cost  of  services 
provided  by  the  Rural  District  Visiting  Nurses  Association  (VNA),  Inc.,  to 
Milton  Residents,  seconded  by  Cherie  Corbett.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #6.  Doug  Shute  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $566.00  for  the  purpose  of  subsidizing  the  cost  of  services  provided  by 
the  Sexual  Assault  Support  Services  to  Milton  Residents,  seconded  by  Tim 
Corbett.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #7.  "Bob"  Bridges,  seconded  by  "Bob"  Srnec,  made  the  motion 
to  table  indefinitely.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #8.  Tim  Corbett  made  the  motion  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  participate  in  initial  negotiations  for  a  refurbishment  and/or 
replacement  project  with  the  States  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  Departments 
of  Transportation  and/or  the  Town  of  Action,  Maine  for  the  repair  of  the 
Lebanon  Street  Bridge  between  Milton  Mills  and  Acton,  ME.  Under  the 
proposed  venture,  the  Town  of  Milton  could  ultimately  be  responsible  for  up  to 
10  percent  of  the  total  project  cost.  Participation  in  the  initial  negotiations  and 
preliminary  design  work  would  not  obligate  the  Town  of  Milton  to  ultimately 
continue  in  this  project,  seconded  by  Doug  Shute.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #9.  Priscilla  Colbath  made  the  motion  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
RSA  202-A:4-c  providing  that  any  town,  at  an  annual  meeting,  may  adopt  an 
article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  Public 
Library  Trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the 
Town  meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  a  State,  Federal  or  other 
Governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal 
year,  seconded  by  Mike  Smith.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #10.  Doug  Shute  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $30,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Town  Landfill  Closure  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  previously  established,  seconded  by  Tim  Corbett.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #11.  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  Howard  Hedegard 
made  note  that  the  Budget  Committee  met  at  Noon  today  and  did  recommend 
this  Article  (at  the  time  of  the  printing  of  the  warrant,  the  budget  committee  did 
not  have  sufficient  information  to  recommend  this  article).  Doug  Shute, 
seconded  by  "Tim"  Corbett,  made  die  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  die  sum 
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of  $12,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously 
established.    Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #15.  "Mike"  Smith  made  the  motion  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35: 1  for  the  purpose  of  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  Town  highways  and  streets;  to  designate  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


This  Commission  has  been  active  since  1991.  This  year  had  less  activity 
than  1994,  but  we  did  review  several  Wetlands  applications,  and  did  some  "on- 
site"  reviews.  Some  of  our  members  attended  State  sponsored  workshops, 
including  the  workshop  on  expedited  Wetlands  applications.  Information  from 
this  workshop  was  then  presented  by  Commission  member  David  Shields  to 
other  Commission  members  and  Town  Clerk  Carol  Martin. 

The  Lay  Lakes  Water  Monitoring  group,  which  falls  loosely  under  this 
Commission,  also  had  a  less  active  year,  but  was  able  to  obtain  some  water 
samples  for  testing.  The  samples  were  sent  to  U.N.H.  where  they  were 
analyzed.  All  this  information  is  being  compiled  in  annual  reports  which  should 
be  available  to  all  interested  Townspeople  at  the  Town  Office.  As  the  Milton 
Three  Ponds  are  an  important  asset  to  this  community,  the  work  done  by  this 
dedicated  group  is  important  and  useful.  The  monitoring  has  been  conducted  for 
five  (5)  summers,  and  at  least  five  (5)  more  years  of  information  will  be  needed 
in  order  to  have  sufficient  data  as  to  the  condition  of  our  lakes. 

This  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM.

The  Milton  Economic  Development  Committee  have  regular  meetings 
scheduled  for  each  month  but  due  to  some  members  serving  on  various  other 
Town  Committee's,  our  schedule  has  not  been  maintained  in  some  instances. 

Resignations,  for  various  reasons,  and  the  appointment  of  new  members, 
has  slowed  our  progress  in  dealing  with  the  issues  before  us. 

The  status  of  the  Industrial  Park  land  has  been  a  large  part  of  our  focus 
and  the  seemingly  lack  of  progress  in  resolving  the  title  of  ownership  has 
diminished  some  of  the  enthusiasm  for  the  establishment  of  a  business 
community  on  this  site  in  the  near  future. 

The  committee  met  with  the  Milton  Sewer  Commissioner's  to  ascertain  the 
availability  of  future  hookups  to  this  system  and  cost  and  requirements  for 
extension  of  service  to  the  Route  75  area. 

We  have  also  made  inquiries  of  area  banks  concerning  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  branch  or  ATM  Machine  in  Milton.  Farmington  National  Bank 
in  now  in  the  process  of  fulfilling  a  promise  to  locate  an  ATM  Machine  in 
Milton  by  March  1996. 

The  Economic  Development  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  a  workshop  session  in  which  a  variety  of  topics  were  discussed  of  mutual 
concerns  and  to  establish  better  communication  in  the  fulfillment  of  our  mission 
together. 

With  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  some  committee  members  in  March  of 
1996,  we  wish  those  who  will  continue  the  work  of  this  committee  all  the 
success  and  determination  to  go  forward.

In  calendar  year  1995,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of  fires  were  Children,  Non- 
Permit  fires  not  properly  extinguished  and  Smoking  Materials. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000.00 
and/or  a  year  in  jail.    Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  This 
also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a  controlled  burn.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


In  January  of  1995  the  Library  became  the  owner  of  a  complete  set  of 
State  Statutes  numbering  forty  (40)  volumes.  In  addition  to  these,  five  hundred 
nine  (509)  books  were  added  to  the  shelves  as  well  as  thirty  one  (31)  videos. 

Adult  visits  numbered  nine  hundred  twenty  two  (922)  and  children  and 
teens,  seven  hundred  seventy  four  (774). 

Two  thousand  nine  hundred  sixty  four  (2,964)  books  were  borrowed, 
four  hundred  ten  (410)  videos  and  one  hundred  sixty  seven  (167)  magazines 
were  loaned. 

The  circulation  of  all  materials  increased  by  six  hundred  eighty  two  (682) 
from  1994.    Visits  by  patrons  increased  by  four  hundred  sixty  five  (465). 

Forty-one  (41)  new  patron  cards  were  issued. 

The  Library  received  a  grant  of  five  hundred  twenty  one  dollars 
($521.00)  from  the  Lockhart  Fund  for  flowers,  trees  and  shrubs.  The  tubs  of 
flowers  were  lovely  all  summer  and  the  shrubs  and  trees  will  be  planted  this 
spring. 

The  local  children  enjoyed  the  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  the  Halloween  Party  and 
the  Christmas  Party.   These  parties  are  made  possible  by  volunteers. 

Friends  of  the  Library  held  a  yard  sale  in  June  and  made  a  donation  of 
sixty-nine  dollars  ($69.00)  to  the  Library.  The  Bradley  Scott  family  made  a 
donation  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  and  Alcoholic  Anonymous  sent  a  check  for 
sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  for  books  and  videos  for  children.  The  AA  group  meets 
upstairs  on  Sunday  mornings.  Sixty-nine  dollars  ($69.00)  was  taken  in  for  fines 
and  copies. 

The  Milton  Mills  Fourth  of  July  Committee,  headed  by  Mr.  David 
Aubert,  did  much  work  on  the  new  playground  on  the  Library's  front  lawn. 

The  new  playground  will  be  named  "The  Milton  Mills  Playground"  and 
will  be  dedicated  to  Captain  Richard  L.  Kibbe  U.S.N,  who  served  as  Selectman 
in  the  town. 
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In  memory  of  her  husband,  Milton  Mills  resident  and  long  time  Trustee 
of  the  Milton  Free  Public  Library,  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Kibbe  provided  for  the  new 
play  equipment;  swings,  a  playhouse,  two  old  fashion  hobby  horses,  as  well  as 
benches. 

The  local  residents  provide  a  great  deal  of  support  and  a  special  thanks 
goes  to  those  who  gave  so  much. 

The  Library  is  open  on  Tuesdays  -  2:00  to  6:00  p.m. ,  Thursday  evenings 
-  6:00  to  8:00  p.m.  and  Saturdays  -  9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.

The  Planning  Board  adopted  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  on  February 
21,  1995.  These  regulations  govern  commercial  and  multi-family  development. 
The  Board  is  now  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
other  regulations. 

Matt  Nazar,  our  town  planner  from  Strafford  Regional  Planning 
Commission  conducted  a  seminar  on  the  Site  Review  Regulations  and  another 
on  code  enforcement  issues.  The  Board  members  voted  to  recommend  that  the 
Town  employ  a  full-time  code  enforcement  officer/building  inspector  to  keep  up 
with  the  every -increasing  health,  code  and  zoning  issues  that  arise.

I  would  like  to  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Milton  for 
their  continued  support. 

In  1994,  the  Milton  Police  Department  saw  the  future  need  for  more  staffing.  The 
challenge,  however,  was  to  provide  this  benefit  to  the  Town  without  the  immediate  financial  impact 
it  would  have.  The  Milton  Police  Department  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  from  the  Federal 
Government  to  fund  75%  of  a  police  officer's  salary  and  benefits  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The 
total  benefit  received  through  this  grant  will  be  $59,342.00. 

With  the  addition  of  this  officer,  we  have  been  able  to  increase  coverage  of  the  Town  to 
24  hours.  We  have  also  been  able  to  increase  our  presence  at  the  schools  during  heavy  traffic  times, 
which  increases  safety  for  all  of  us. 

Again,  on  behalf  of  the  Police  Department  and  staff,  we  look  forward  to  another  year  of 
service  to  the  citizens  of  Milton.

MILTON  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL  (LANDFILL)  REPORT 


In  the  past  year  the  landfill  has  been  going  through  many  changes  due  to 
the  State  Rules  and  Regulations  that  has  been  passed  for  all  small  communities. 
The  Town  has  been  working  on  the  closure  process  for  the  last  two  years  and 
at  the  same  time  trying  to  keep  the  overall  budget  costs  down.  The  preliminary 
to  permanent  landfill  closure  will  be  going  on  while  the  Town  builds  a  Transfer 
Station,  to  have  the  trash  hauled  away  to  the  Turnkey  Landfill  with  disposal  and 
transportation  fees  included. 

For  the  last  six  years  the  Town  has  had  BFI  removing  all  of  its  recyclables 
at  the  Landfill,  and  after  reviewing  the  contract  proposal  from  BFI,  we  felt  that 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  it  should  be  put  out  for  bids.  When  the  Town 
received  proposals  for  recycling  fees  from  area  companies  it  was  to  consider  a 
contract  that  was  to  be  in  the  best  interest  for  the  Town.  The  Town  went  with 
Rapid  Rubbish  from  Brookfield,  N.H.,  because  they  came  in  with  a  few  more 
suggestions  about  the  way  their  operation  has  been  handling  other  towns.  I  hope 
that  the  residents  will  bear  with  the  Landfill  Department  during  the  change  over 
from  one  company  to  the  other. 

In  the  past  year,  Bob  Mooney  has  left  the  employment  of  the  Town,  and 
we  have  hired  Warren  "Jr"  Burroughs  to  replace  him.

WASTEWATER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  Wastewater  Plant  treated  17,759,000  gallons  of  sewage  at  an  average 
daily  flow  of  48,600  gallons.  The  biochemical  oxygen  demand  (BOD)  removal 
efficiency  averaged  90%  and  the  total  suspended  solids  (T.S.S.)  removal 
efficiency  averaged  92%.  The  minimum  standard  is  85%  removal  so  the  plant 
is  still  operating  well.  All  equipment  is  operational  and  in  excellent  operating 
condition. 

The  N.P.D.E.S.  discharge  permit  was  modified  and  reissued  for  another 
5  years.  The  modifications  included  increased  monitoring  frequency  for  BOD 
and  TSS;  testing  for  E.coli  bacteria  three  times  per  week  and  an  annual  whole 
effluent  toxicity  test.  These  tests  have  added  approximately  $2,500.00  to  the 
operations  budget  each  year. 

The  influent  flow  meter  was  replaced  with  a  new  ultrasonic  meter  which 
is  giving  more  accurate  and  consistent  readings. 

The  lagoon  aeration  system  is  operating  within  design  parameters  and  we 
have  had  no  problems  since  the  system  was  changed  in  1991/1992.
